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Wettest April on record; up to 20 inches

April of 2011 goes down in 
the history books as the wet¬ 
test April on record. Locally, 
most of the area received be¬ 
tween 15 to 20 inches of rain, 
and parts of southern Han¬ 


cock County received over 20 
inches of rain. The deluge 
saturated the ground, and 
caused rivers and creeks to 
spill their banks. 

The massive amounts of 
water falling on the area 


caused flooding on the Ohio 
rivaling the 1997 flood, and in 
some parts of Western Ken¬ 
tucky levels rivaled the 1937 
flood. Despite the large 
amount of rain and resulting 
flooding, the county actually 


fared quite well. 

“Things are going well,” 
Hancock County Judge/Ex¬ 
ecutive Jack McCaslin said. 
‘We missed a couple of rains 
that could have put us over 
the edge.”

McCaslin said each year 
flooding damages county 
roads. He said the heavy rains 
washed out culverts, and also 
eroded shoulders of roads. 
McCaslin said he currently 
knows of two culverts the rain 
washed out. The rain washed 
out a culvert on Hawesville- 
Easton Road, and another one 
on Beauchamp Lane. 

‘We just put that one back 
from the last rain,” he said. 

In an effort to secure fed¬ 
eral monies to repair the road 
damage, McCaslin declared a 
disaster. He expects signifi¬ 
cant damage to roads, and 
hopes it is enough to qualify 
for federal aid. In an effort to 
find the damage, he plans to 
send out crews to visually in¬ 
spect every culvert and tile in 
the county. 

McCaslin said the Green 
River Area Development Dis¬ 
trict said a possibility of fund¬ 
ing existed for counties to 
hire workers to clean up the 
flood damage. He said if the 
funding materializes, inspect¬ 
ing the tiles is a good job for 
the crews. 

The flooding created a 
busy time for Hancock 
County Emergency Services.

The Hancock County Li¬ 
brary held groundbreaking 
ceremonies last Thursday for 
the new main branch library 
in Hawesville. Organizers 
held a small ceremony and 
light lunch at the Hancock 
County Fairgrounds at noon, 
then went to the new site lo¬ 
cated on state Route 1389, 
near the intersection with 
Park Road, for the 
groundbreaking. 

“Sixty-three people at¬ 
tended,” Library Director 
Tina Snyder said. “The rain 
held off, the sun came out, it 
was a little breezy but it was 
an awesome day.” 

The ceremony at the fair¬ 
grounds honored the USDA 
Rural Development agency. It 
provided the $2.3 million for 
the library construction 
through its Community Facil¬ 
ity Direct Loan. The agency 
offered a 4-percent loan for 40 
years. 

Snyder said crews plan to 
start on the site as soon as 
weather permits, and expects 
construction to take less than

flooding, the Hancock County 
Rescue Squad needed to 
evacuate a couple of families 
from their homes. One fam¬ 
ily lived on Carl Young Road, 
west of Lewisport on state 
Route 334. 

“We are holding our own,” 
Hancock County Emergency 
Management Director Rick 
Montague said. “Hancock 
County came out quite well 
compared to other counties in 
the area.” 

On Saturday, a helicopter 
from AirEvac in Breckinridge 
County came to Hancock and 
ferried emergency manage¬ 
ment officials around the 
county to give them a bird’s- 
eye view of the flooding. Mon¬ 
tague said no way exists to de¬ 
termine damage until after 
the water recedes. 

The flooding did create a 
level of excitement last week. 
Montague said the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers called 
him to let him know a house 
boat broke loose from its 
moorings at Rocky Point, and 
headed downstream. 

The Hancock County Res¬ 
cue Squad launched boats in 
an effort to find the craft, but 
failed to locate that particular 
one. Instead, they found an 
old, abandoned boat floating 
downstream. It somehow 
made it though the locks with¬ 
out sustaining major damage. 

Crews caught up to the 
boat and tied it off along the 
bank in Lewisport at the end 
of Morton Lane, at Yvonne 
Taylor’s house. When the 
river calmed, Hancock 
County Rescue, and a boat 
from the Yelvington Fire De¬ 
partment, secured the craft 
and hauled it on shore at the 
Lewisport Boat Ramp.

Council 
denies 
trash rate 
increase

On a 5-0 vote, council 
member Joy Haycraft did not 
attend the meeting, the 
Hawesville City Council re¬ 
jected a rate increase re¬ 
quested by Freedom Waste 
Service. In denying the re¬ 
quest, city council members 
cited the reason the city ac¬ 
cepted the current contract. 

“I was on the council when 
the contract was signed,” 
member Wayne Herndon 
said. ‘They promised twice a 
week service and a guaran¬ 
teed rate.” 

Herndon said the other 
company that bid on the fran¬ 
chise included regular rate in¬ 
creases in its package, which 
is why the council rejected it. 

“This is the first rate in¬ 
crease they have asked for 
since the contract was signed 
in 2007,” FWS representative 
Darlene Parker said. 

Freedom Waste offered 
two proposals to the council. 
The first proposal asked for a 
$1 per month increase, to 
$14.50, for residential service, 
and a 7.5-percent increase for 
commercial customers. This 
proposal kept the twice per 
week service and the original 
contract ending date of De¬ 
cember 2012. 

The second proposal 
switched to once per week 
service, a rate of $14.25 per 
month and extended the con¬ 
tract for another five years. In 
a letter to the council, Parker 
explained the reason for the 
requested increase. 

“The increase is due to 
higher costs associated with 
landfill, labor and transporta-

The Epitome 
of Service

John F. Kennedy said in his inaugural 
address “Ask not what your country can do 
for you; ask what you can do for your coun¬ 
try.” The perfect definition of this quote is 
Ralph Boling. Ralph was a consistent civil 
servant for Hancock County, the Common¬ 
wealth of Kentucky, and the United States 
of America. Ralph’s story isn’t another war 
story or just another elected official’s story; 
his is one of incomparable measures to any¬ 
one from a small area. 

Ralph was born in Boling Chapel to a fam¬ 
ily that was already prominent within the 
county. Ralph’s father was the sheriff for 
many years but never consecutively. During 
the time in which Ralph’s father was sheriff, 
it was impossible for a sheriff to hold office 
for two consecutive terms, however, he ran 
every other election making him a sheriff 
for an extended time. Ralph’s goal was to be 
like his father and be the sheriff of Hancock 
County. To do so, he dropped out of high 
school at 17 to join the military. To join the 
military, he had to lie about his age. This at 
the time in which he did this, it was quite 
normal for a male to lie about their age to 
serve. 

After leaving the military at the ripe age 
of 22 he married his love, Dortha. They 
stayed in Boling Chapel on the family farm 
for 13 years beginning their family. Later 
Ralph was told that he would have to have a 
dangerous kidney surgery, in which the odds 
were not in Ralph’s favor. Soon after the sur¬ 
gery, in which the odds were not in Ralph’s 
favor. Soon after the surgery he told Dortha 
that he wants to run for sheriff. In the happi¬ 
ness of the moment she told Ralph “you do 
what you want to do Ralph.” And that is when 
Ralph’s story begins. 

It took two elections for Ralph to become 
sheriff. The first time he lost by merely few 
votes, which was very good for a republican 
in Hancock County in a local election. But it 
would only be four more years until that tide 
would change. Ralph came up with a flaw¬ 
less strategy; befriend the citizens of Han¬ 
cock County and people in the area. This 
strategy would lead him to a landslide vic¬ 
tory and opportunities that would please him 
forever. 

Ralph became sheriff during the time in 
which a sheriff cannot serve consecutive 
terms, but by his second term, that would 
be dismissed. Ralph was sheriff in the year 
that the Kentucky Board of Elections 
changed the election rules, stopping yearly 
elections and allowing sheriffs and other 
public officials run for consecutive terms. 

As sheriff Ralph vowed to do everything 
in his power to help the people of his com¬ 
munity. I was told that Ralph never carried a 
gun or handcuffs on him while he was on 
duty. Dortha told me of a fabulous example 
that proves how good of a sheriff Ralph re¬ 
ally was. After a dinner in Owensboro, Ralph 
was called to a situation at Popular Grove 
Apartments to attend to a man with a gun 
causing disturbances. Ralph told his wife that 
he had to go to the situation and buckled up 
and left. Once he arrived to Lewisport, he 
recognized the man holding the gun, and 
tried to approach him, as he did the gunman 
pointed the gun at Ralph threatening to shoot 
him. Ralph simply told the man that “he did 
not want to do what he was doing and he 
was in enough trouble anyway.” The man 
dropped the gun and was taken into custody. 

This story is only one of many examples 


of Ralph’s influence on the 
people around him. He in¬ 
fluenced people so much so 
that the United Marshal 
Service contacted him 
about becoming a United 
States Marshal for western 
Kentucky. Some history of 
the Marshal Service in¬ 
cludes that it is the oldest 
law enforcement agency in 
the United States only beat¬ 
ing out the Federal Bureau 
of Investigations by three days. There are 
only 94 Marshals in the United States of 
America, including its territories as well. 

Ralph was chosen by President Reagan to 
be the Marshal for western Kentucky; he was 
in charge from Paducah to Lexington. Ralph 
was in charge of many deputies and offices. 
Two of the most important devices Ralph had 
were two phones that were on his desk, a 
regular office phone, and the most important, 
a red phone. The red phone was for one sole 
purpose, it was the president’s phone. The 
only time it rang was if the president of the 
United States would call. It only rang maybe 
two times a year, but they were always im¬ 
portant. In fact one year President Reagan just 
called to wish Ralph a Merry Christmas. 

Ralph was sent on many retrievals over¬ 
seas. One pretty amazing trip was to Switzer¬ 
land, where he had to retrieve a drug trans¬ 
porter between states. While on this case, 
Ralph was told that this man’s father was a 
high official in a European government, and 
he put a “hit” worth millions of dollars out on 
whoever tried to arrest his son. Ralph kept 
his cool through the entire five days; how¬ 
ever it was quite difficult knowing there were 
many groups of people out to kill him. 

Ralph was always willing to help whenever 
any Marshal was in need, whether it was in 
California or halfway around the world, he 
always extended his services for the purpose 
of protection and security. Ralph was so well 
liked throughout the Marshal Service that he 
was given three awards for his services in 
nine years. This award is only given to one 
Marshal throughout the nation every year. 
And to revive it three times is quite unheard 
of. 

After the 1992 election, Ralph stepped 
down as Marshal. Since Marshals are ap¬ 
pointed by the president, the position usually 
goes to whoever is in the same party as the 
president. With Ralph being a strong repub¬ 
lican, he pretty well knew that Bill Clinton 
wasn’t going to let him keep his position. The 
deadline for national office holders to step 
down was January 19,1993, so on January 19 
Ralph put in his letter of resignation to the 
United States Marshal Service and cleaned 
his office. 

Once he returned home, he already had 
new plans in mind. Ralph’s next venture was 
to run for Judge Executive of Hancock 
County. And did he ever, he swept the elec¬ 
tion as if he had no opponent whatsoever. As 
Judge Executive, Ralph made all of the roads 
in Hancock County blacktop and purchased 
three ambulances for the county, and estab¬ 
lished the emergency response station for 
Hancock County. He also banked over a mil¬ 
lion dollars of surplus for the county, for the 
first and last time in the history of the county. 

Ralph’s life is one that people often don’t 
think of when thinking about the history of 
Hancock County, but his is one of the most 
historic lives ever to live in Hancock County. 
Ralph said in a speech one time “Who would 
have thought that a little barefoot boy from 
Boling Chapel would ever have a life so 
blessed by God.” Ralph’s life is an inspiration 
to me, he has inspired me to be a public ser¬ 
vant, and whether it be in public office or just 
for the people, our community should always 
be important. I am so proud and blessed to 
have known Ralph and I am extremely happy 
to consider him and his family a part of my 
family. As a sheriff, marshal, judge, Ralph 
gave his entire life for those around him and 
I shall be forever grateful that this commu¬ 
nity and world was lucky enough to have a 
man like Ralph Boling. 



Deadly bat 
disease 
detected 
in Kentucky 

(AP) A mysterious disease 
that has devastated bat popu¬ 
lations in the Northeast has 
been detected in a southwest¬ 
ern Kentucky cave, spurring 
officials to take precautions to 
try to prevent its spread in a 
state that’s home to millions 
of the flying mammals. 

The presence of white- 
nose syndrome was con¬ 
firmed early this month in a 
Trigg County cave, about 30 
miles southeast of Paducah, 
wildlife officials said Wednes¬ 
day. Checks of other area 
caves in a state with many cav¬ 
erns turned up no signs of the 
disease, they said. 

The disease has caused a 
mass die-off of bats in other 
states, and officials say a simi¬ 
lar problem in Kentucky 
would have serious implica¬ 
tions for agriculture since the 
mammals help control popu¬ 
lations of mosquitoes and in¬ 
sects that can damage crops.

Armyworm Alert 

Traps set out by the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky have been 
catching large amounts of ar¬ 
myworm moths. This means 
that there is a risk that some 
small grain fields, corn, 
hayfields and pastures may 
see damaging levels of army- 
worm caterpillar feeding 
soon. Be on the lookout. 

A Great Chance for the 
Floodwater Mosquito 

Floodwater mosquitoes 
are patient. Their hardy eggs 
are laid in low-lying areas to 
await water that collects after 
spring rains. Hungry adults 
emerge about 2 weeks after 
heavy rains and large num¬ 
bers may move as much as 10 
miles from their breeding site 
to feed. The nuisance value of 
these insects is very high. 
Fortunately, except for dog 
heartworm, they are not sig¬ 
nificant disease vectors. 

Here is a quick look at two 
important species in Ken¬ 
tucky. The inland floodwater 
mosquito (Aedes vexans) can 
breed in most any ground 
pool following flooding of the 
eggs. It is a significant and 
chronic pest in western Ken¬ 
tucky. There are several gen¬ 
erations each year. Adults rest 
on vegetation and shaded 
grass during the day and be¬ 
come vicious biters at dusk 
and after dark. They can live 
for several weeks. 

The flood water mosquito 
(Orchlerotatus trivittatus) is a 
persistent, aggressive mos¬ 
quito that gives a very painful 
and irritating bite. The larvae 
can be found in most any col¬ 
lection of freshwater from 
open pools to temporary rain 
pools. They appear first in late 
spring and continue to breed 
during the summer. Adults 
bite mainly in the evening, 
resting in shaded grasses and 
other vegetation during the 
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day. They are not considered 
to be important disease vec¬ 
tors. 

Personal protection 
against mosquitoes 
includes: 

• Avoid places and times 
when mosquitoes bite as 
much as possible. 

• Wear long-sleeved shirts 
and long pants made of tightly 
woven materials to keep mos¬ 


quitoes away from the skin. 
Wear light-colored clothing, 
that will tend to attract fewer 
mosquitoes. 

• Use an insect repellent- 
common choices include 
products containing DEET or 
picaridin. (By Lee Townsend, 
UK Entomology Specialist)

The US EPA is conducting a Five-Year Review of the Remedial Action 
at the National Southwire Aluminum Company Site (NSA) located in 
Hancock County, Kentucky on the south bank of the Ohio River near 
Hawesville. The purpose of this Five-Year Review is to evaluate the 
implementation and performance of the selected action in order to de¬ 
termine if the action is, or will be, protective of human health and the 
environment. The Five-Year Review is scheduled to be completed by 
September 14, 2011. The public will be given a 30-day period to com¬ 
ment after review of the report. When completed, a copy of the review 
report will be placed in the Administrative files located in the US EPA 
Record Center, 11th Floor, 61 Forsyth Street, SW, Atlanta, GA 30303, 
and in the Information Repository located at the Hancock County Public 
Library, Courthouse Square in Hawesville, Kentucky. 

In 1985, NSA detected cyanide in one of its on-site water wells. Data 
collected in site investigations subsequent to this discovery, indicated 
that releases of hazardous substances (including cyanide, fluoride and 
heavy metals) were migrating in on-site groundwater through the un¬ 
consolidated aquifer toward the Ohio River. An Interim Record of Deci¬ 
sion issued in February 1993 and a Consent Decree signed in April 
1994 required NSA to design, construct and operate a ground water 
extraction and treatment system to remove the contaminants from the 
groundwater in the North and South Plumes, and to discharge the treated 
water to the Ohio River. This portion of the remedy is referred to as 
Operable Unit No. 1. The system began operation in June 1995. It op¬ 
erated until January 2010 when concentrations of contaminants in the 
aquifer were consistently below the standards set by the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky and US EPA. 

A US EPA Administrative Order by Consent (AOC) for a Remedial In¬ 
vestigation and Feasibility Study (RI/FS) of the entire Site was com¬ 
pleted in 1992. The RI/FS was final in 1999 and supported the comple¬ 
tion of a Final Record of Decision in 2000. A Consent Decree was signed 
in March 2004 and required NSA to design and conduct remedial action 
activities at five focus areas where releases of hazardous substances 
(including polychlorinated biphenyls) may have occurred. These focus 
areas are referred to as Operable Unit No. 2. The objective of the reme¬ 
dial activities was to significantly reduce the short-term and long-term 
risks of human and ecological exposures to contaminants of concern 
by reducing contaminant concentrations in soils and by management 
and containment of contaminated media. The remedial activities asso¬ 
ciated with Operable Unit No. 2 were classified as operational and func¬ 
tional in November 2008.

Weber Store is a “family 
affair” for staff and customers

Dot always told Brown she 
wanted to buy the store if he 
ever decided to sell it. One 
day she walked into the store, 
and he asked Dot if she really 
wanted the store. 

“I live right up the road,” 
Dot said. “It has always been 
my dream to own this store.” 

At the time Dot worked in 
the accounts payable depart¬ 
ment for Wells Health Sys¬ 
tems. Though she loved that 
job and hated to leave, she 
wanted to realize her dream. 

Dot knew nothing about 
running a store when she pur¬ 
chased the business. A long¬ 
time employee of the busi¬ 
ness, Velva Roberts, taught 
her how to run the business, 
and how to package meats 
and other items to make it 
presentable. 

Running the store is a fam¬ 
ily affair. In addition to Dot, 
her daughter Nicki Scott 
helps run the store, and her 
mother Maxine Puckett helps 
when needed. In addition, her 
five-year-old granddaughter 
Alexis Gay does small tasks 
around the store. 

“She loves to stock and she 
loves the customers,” Dot 
said. “She has her own cash 
register, and she does not 
want people to come to our 
cash register, she wants them 
to come to hers.” 

Even at age five, Alexis 
knows how to operate a cash 
register. Dot lets her ring up 
customers purchases from 
time to time. Workers tell her 
how much money to enter 
into the cash register, and she 
punches the keys. 

Alexis actually wants to 
own the store some day, and 
wants Dot to work for her. 

“We have a lot of fun,” 
daughter Nicki said. 

In the winter time, pro¬ 
vided enough snow falls, it is 
not unusual for workers and 
customers to take sleds to the 
large hill across from the 
store and go sledding. Nicki 
said one year she, worker 
Judy Priest and a customer 
took several round sleds to 
the hill to go sledding. 

They joined hands as they 
started down the hill. Nicki 
lost her sled at the beginning, 
but did not tell them because 
she did not want to stop. 

With the workers and cus¬ 
tomers being so close, it is not 
unusual for them to play 
pranks on one another. 
Worker Judy Priest said one 
day some one put a coffee can 
under her car, and made it 
look like a bomb. Judy sus¬ 
pected who pulled the prank. 

Later that day a Hancock 
County Sheriffs Deputy 
pulled into the store, and to 
get even with the prankster 
she asked the officer to fill out 
a fake citation. When the 
prankster came back into the 
store, she showed him the ci¬ 
tation. Judy said he took the 
citation, framed it and hung it 
up at his house. 

“It is never a dull moment 
around here,” Judy said. 

Sometimes, mysteries hap¬ 
pen. One year at Christmas 
time workers kept finding pre¬ 
sents hidden in the store for 


them. They suspect Dot ei¬ 
ther knew who put the pre¬ 
sents in the store, or that she 
put the presents in the store. 
Dot denies knowing the iden¬ 
tity of the person, or that she 
was the one who hid the pre¬ 
sents. 

Weber Store contains a 
most unusual item: a stuffed 
ape, and it is the store’s mas¬ 
cot. Judy said workers spotted 
the ape in a truckload of stuff 
a customer planned to take to 
the dump. They asked for the 
ape, and he gave it to him. 

It occupies a prominent 
place in the store, and serves 
several functions. Each year, 
workers decorate the ape ac¬ 
cording to the holiday as a re¬ 
minder to customers of the 
upcoming festivities. 

Each year Santa visits the 
store, and lets the kids take 
pictures with him. This year 
Santa went out to a customer’s 
car to take a photo with a 
child. The child suffers from 
a medical problem that does 
not allow her to be around 
others, and as a result she 
never saw Santa before. He 
gladly went out to the car and 
posed for a photo with her. 

In addition, each year Dot 
puts up a Christmas tree, and 
then asks kids that come into 
the store to make decorations 
for it. 

‘That is what our tree is 
decorated with,” Dot said. “I 
have all of the ornaments they 
made saved.” 

Each year Weber Store 


holds a deer contest. It costs 
$10 to enter, and half of the 
pot goes to the winner of the 
biggest buck, weight wise, 
and half to the biggest doe. 
The store does not receive 
any money for the contest. 

“The customers really en¬ 
joy it,” Dot said. 

Customers play a signifi¬ 
cant role in the store. Dot said 
it is not unusual for them to 
help stock, help with repairs 
or pitch in and help in any way 
possible. 

Once a water line to the 
coffee pot broke and started 
leaking water. The line trav¬ 
eled through the ceiling, so 
water started coming from 
the roof. Customers helped 
move stock away from the 
leak to keep it from ruining. 
In addition, other customers 
helped look for the shut-off 
valve. 

When the ice storm hit a 
couple of years ago, the store 
lost power. Dot opened the 
store during daylight hours so 
people could purchase 
needed items. Later, the 
county brought the store an 
electric generator, which al¬ 
lowed the store to open for 
regular hours, and dispense 
fuel. 

Weber opens at 4:45 a.m. 
Monday through Saturday, 
and closes at 7 p.m. On Sun¬ 
day it opens at 6:45 a.m. and 
closes at 1 p.m. 

The staff at Weber in¬ 
cludes Dot, Nicki, Judy, and 
Patsy McManaway, one of the

When they did not get the desired information from 
him after continued threats, they jerked him up and forced 
him back through the barbed wire fence. 

Then one of the men went to the house while the other 
kicked and pushed Mr. Fuchs to the barn. 

At the barn he was again abused, beaten and threat¬ 
ened, but his tormentor finally gave up finding anything 
there and took him back to the house. 

He then yelled at Mr. Fuchs and told him to quit shiv¬ 
ering and keep quiet. Mr. Fuchs said he was cold and he 
couldn’t stop shivering. 

Apparently the men left Mr. Fuchs alone at intervals 
as they searched, but in his confusion and fright he let 
several opportunities for escape pass. Finally, though, af¬ 
ter he was brought back from the barn he did slip out¬ 
side when the men were searching upstairs. 

He didn’t expect to get away, he said, but thought it 
was worth a try, since he expected to be killed at any 
time. He slipped around the side of the house and then 
got down on his hands and knees and crawled until he 
was out of sight of the house. He then circled around and 
headed for the home of his neighbor, Mrs. Annie Brandel. 

He wasn’t able to wake Mrs. Brandel, however, so he 
crossed the road and went to the home of Rudolph 
Meserve. Mr. Meserve had gone to bed but he heard 
him and came to the door. After giving Mr. Fuchs some 
clothes to put on they tried to call Mrs. Brandel on the 
Meserve’s neighborhood telephone so that she could call 
the sheriff but they were not able to get her so they went 
to the Co-op to call. 

Edwin Fuchs said Mr. Meserve came into the Co-op 
and told him that his brother had been beaten by two 
men who tried to rob him but he thought he was kidding. 

No one at the Co-op knew how to dial the telephone 
so then someone had to go to another neighbor, A.C. 
Swihart, for help. Mr. Swihart didn’t have a phone but he 
came to the Co-op and called Sheriff Dunn. 

When the sheriff, his deputy, T.O. Gillians, Mr. Fuchs 
and his neighbors got back to the Fuchs’ home, the men 
were gone. 

Mr. Fuchs said he didn’t see a car around his place 
and thought the men probably had parked away from the 
house and had walked to his place. He said one of the 
men was “real big” and was dressed in coveralls. The 
other was in light brown pants and was average size. He 
said they called each other by name several times during 
the evening. The big one was Jim and the smaller one 
was called Gene. 

The masks, which covered only their mouths and nose, 
were rubber, Mr. Fuchs said, and looked like they were 
cut from inner tubes. 

He thought they were acquainted with him and the 
lay of the land around his place, and he told of their in¬ 
quiring were his brother was once and another time they 
spoke of his brother, Ed, and said they would get him, 
too. 

Blood from a cut over one eye was crusted when Mr. 
Fuchs retold his story and he pointed out the blood be¬ 
side his bed. Cigarette butts and blood and a part of his 
overalls suspenders were found in the ditch where he 
said they threatened to cut his throat. 

The cut on Mr. Fuchs’ hand had been bandaged by 
Mrs. Brandel and the cut over his eye had been treated 
with salve but he had not gone to the doctor although his 
relatives and neighbors thought he should because he 
had received so many blows on the head. 

He had borrowed a gun, however, and he said if any¬ 
one ever came around to bother him again he would, as 
he put it, “shoot to kill!” 

I don’t think anyone was ever arrested. —DW 


‘They would have killed me if I hadn’t slipped away, 
and I only got away because it was the Lord’s will — it 
just wasn’t my time to die.” 

Those were the words of L.T. Fuchs as he told of his 
frightening experience when two men broke into his 
house, and threatened to kill him. 

Mr. Fuchs and his brother Edwin, both bachelors in 
their early sixties, lived together in the Floral commu¬ 
nity not far from the Hancock County Sorghum Growers 
Co-op building. Edwin worked at night at the Co-op dur¬ 
ing sorghum making season, and “T”, as he is called, be¬ 
ing alone, went to bed early. 

He said it was dark but still early when he heard a 
knock on his front door and a voice saying, “T, this is 
Austin.” 

He didn’t answer, he said because he knew it was not 
the voice of Austin McBride, who often came by his place 
to visit and talk. 

A few minutes later he heard a noise on the side porch 
adjoining the room in which he sleeps and he called out, 
“Who’s there?” He was answered by a voice saying, “We’re 
revenue men, where’s your whiskey?” He answered, “I 
haven’t got any whiskey.” Then two masked men carry¬ 
ing clubs, opened the door of his room and said, “Where’s 
your money?” Mr. Fuchs said. 

They told him they knew he had money and if he didn’t 
tell them where it was they were going to kill him. When 
he insisted that he didn’t have any, they grabbed his hand 
and bent his fingers back until he thought they would 
break. They kept him there for a long time, hitting and 
threatening him and then they gagged him, and dragged 
him outdoors. 

Outside they picked up a rock and threatened to smash 
his head in. Then one said, “Let’s take him down to the 
ditch and kill him.” 

They gagged him, then kicked and shoved him along 
in front of them, across a field to the ditch. Then they 
shoved him through a barbed wire fence, walked him up 
the ditch a way, threw him on the ground and tore his 
clothes off. 

He said they drew a knife and slashed his hand and 
then pulled the knife back and forth across his throat, 
telling him all the while they would cut his throat if he 
didn’t tell where he kept his money. 


A lot of interesting things happened in 
the 60s. Here’s a story that had a lot of 
folks locking their doors.

With the large amount of 
rain causing the river to rise 
rapidly, it causes questions 
about the hydroelectric power 
plant project at the dam. Ac¬ 
cording to AMP spokesper¬ 
son Phil Meier the flooding 
did not cause damage to the 
cofferdam around the project. 
He said the rain did cause 
water to stand in the bottom 
of the pit, but caused no prob¬ 
lems. He said any repairs 
needed will take only a day or 
two to complete, and does not 
affect the completion date of 
the project. 

Both of the cities along the 
Ohio fared quite well. Hawes¬ 
ville Mayor Rita Stephens said 
the community pulled to¬ 
gether during the crisis and 
helped one another out. She 
called the flooding a great test 
of the floodwall, and said the 
flooding caused minimal dam¬ 
age, if any, to the city. 

“We have not had major 
problems,” Lewisport Mayor 
Chad Gregory said. “I want to 


thank everybody for their pa¬ 
tience.” 

Gregory said the flooding 
closed Fifth Street by LR 
Chapman for a brief time, and 
also Roberts Lane across 
from Holland Subdivision. 
Flood water also backed up 
into the ditch by Tim’s, but 
did not cross the road. 

“I want to thank the city’s 
workers and members of the 
Lewisport Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment for their dedica¬ 
tion,” Gregory said. 

Current projections fore¬ 
cast the river to rise back to a 
height of 47.9 feet after the 
rains Monday, and hold at that 
level for 12 hours before start¬ 
ing to fall around midnight on 
Thursday. 

With the large amount of 
rains locally, most farmers did 
not get out in their fields and 
plant crops. As a result, most 
are about one month behind 
on their planting, and wet con- 
ditions predicted for May 
complicates the picture. With 
the ground already heavily 
saturated, additional rain goes 
straight into the river.

Character and 
adversity are soul mates! 


For 25 years, from 1972 
until 1997, there was a man 
down in Baton Rouge, La., at 
the helm of the Louisiana 
State University basketball 
program by the name of Dale 
Brown. During this time, Dale 
Brown distinguished himself 
as few other coaches in the 
history of college basketball. 
In one stretch from 1984 un¬ 
til 1993, he took his teams to 
nine consecutive NCAA tour¬ 
naments. Rather, I should say, 
while coaches are important, 
his teams took him, because 
the players are the ones who 
actually win the games. Here 
I am reminded of something 
the late Paul Eells, famous 
television sportscaster, used 
to say, “Poor coaching kept 
me from being an All Ameri¬ 
can.” 

Coach Brown’s record at 
LSU was 448 wins to only 301 
losses. Only the legendary 
Adolph Rupp of Kentucky 
won more games in SEC his¬ 
tory than LSU’s Brown. 
Brown and Rupp are the only 
coaches that had 17 non-los¬ 
ing seasons and Brown is the 
only coach to have increased 
his number of victories six 
years in a row. His most fa¬ 
mous player was Shaquille 
O’Neal, two-time All Ameri¬ 
can, who in 1991 was given 
the Adolph Rupp Trophy as 
NCAA men’s basketball 
player of the year. Today, Dale 
Brown is a highly sought af¬ 
ter motivational speaker and 
is often called “The Master 
Motivator.” For more infor¬ 
mation, on his speaking and 
his books, go to his Web site:

While many people in 
America, especially sports 
fans, know the record and ac¬ 
complishments of Coach Dale 
Brown, I dare to say that most 
people do not know his per¬ 
sonal story and what moti¬ 
vated him to achieve out¬ 
standing success. While pain¬ 
ful at the time, it’s a legacy 
that any of us would be 
blessed to have. 

In Dale’s own words, he 
talks about the early influence 
his mother had on his life. He 
says, “I guess you could say 
that my story of faith started 
two days before I was born. 
Two days before I was born, 
my so-called father left my 
mother, two young sisters, 11 
and 12 years of age, and me, 
and he never returned. His 
departure left my mother in a 
difficult position. 

“She had an eighth-grade 
education, came off the farm 
in North Dakota, and couldn’t 
get a job during the Great 
Depression in 1935. In the 
cold prairies of North Dakota, 
she had to do two things that 
were very unpleasant for her: 
she became a baby sitter to 
earn money, and she had to 
put our family on welfare. We 
lived in a one-room apartment 
above a bar and hardware 
store, and I remember my 
mother getting $42.50 in 
Ward County welfare each 
month. She sat down and

meticulously decided what 
breads and canned goods we 
could buy for the coming 
week. Several times during 
these difficult times, my 
mother taught me a lesson 
that has stayed with me dur¬ 
ing my entire life. 

“Two times I saw my 
mother get on her winter coat, 
walk down a flight of stairs, 
and take back to the Red Owl 


and the Piggly Wiggly gro¬ 
cery stores 25 cents and 40 
cents, because the clerks had 
given her too much change 
for the groceries she had 
brought home. Seeing her 
dress in the middle of winter, 
I said, ‘Mama, where are you 
going?’ She said, ‘Oh, I’m tak¬ 
ing this money back to the 
store. They gave me too much 
change’.” 

Dale continued by saying 
that his mother followed the 
advice of St. Francis of Assisi 
in the 13th century when he 
said, “Preach the gospel ev¬ 
ery day, and if necessary use 
words.” What I saw here was 
“Character and Adversity are 
Soul Mates,” and I bet you 
did, too. His basketball skills 
were a gift from God.

As a child my mother 
taught me the Bible verse say¬ 
ing, “Trust in the Lord with 
all thine heart and lean not to 
thine own understanding, in 
all thy ways acknowledge 
Him and He shall direct thy 
paths.” (Proverbs 3:5-6) In 
light of those truths, ques¬ 
tions come up: When issues 
arise do you confidently trust 
in the Lord, or are you more 
apt to lay it at His feet and then 
try to snatch it back? Do you 
have an unerring trust in 
Jesus? Let’s talk about this vi¬ 
tal aspect of trust in the Chris¬ 
tian life. 

Probably the best place to 
begin our discussion is with 


It should break the heart 
of every person who believes 
in Jesus as God’s Son; I am 
speaking about the religious 
division in “Christianity.” To¬ 
day, there are multitudes of 
denominations and splinters 
of denominations who claim 
they love Jesus. Yet, they see 
no problems or injustices in 
the different names they wear 
and the different doctrines 
they teach. They all cannot be 
right because they contradict 
each other in core doctrine 
and plan of salvation. 

Jesus never wanted the di¬ 
vision in “Christianity” that is 
prevalent today. The Lord 
prayed that His followers be 
one in doctrine, teaching the 
same thing. It is written, “I do 
not pray for these alone, but 
also for those who will believe 
in Me through their word; 
that they all may be one, as 
You, Father, are in Me, and I 
in You; that they also may be 
one in Us, that the world may 
believe that You sent Me. And 
the glory which You gave Me 
I have given them, that they 
may be one just as We are 
one” (John 17:20-22). Does 
this prayer of Jesus, sound 
like He would be pleased with 


a clarification. Trust isn’t the 
same as the popular view of 
hope. Committing yourself to 
trust in Jesus takes you be¬ 
yond mere hope. A common 
definition of hope would be a 
positive outcome for a 
person’s life or a particular 
situation. Trust in Jesus rests 
in the assurance that God is 
in control-whatever the out¬ 
come. 

Jesus is the primary love 
giver in a Christian’s life. He 
encourages you to trust and 
obey Him, because He knows 
what is best. Time and time 
again, in His daily life Jesus 
demonstrated obedience to 
God. For example, at His bap- 


the denominational world to¬ 
day? No! 

Paul condemned religious 
division as thinking like mere 
men. It is written, “Now I 
plead with you, brethren, by 
the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that you all speak the 
same thing, and that there be 
no divisions among you, but 
that you be perfectly joined 
together in the same mind 
and in the same judgment” (1 
Corinthians 1:10). Paul did 
not say “agree to disagree” or 
“you have your doctrine and 
we will have our doctrine.” He 
said that they should “speak 
the same thing.” 

The only way to “speak the 
same things” is to interpret 
the Scriptures correctly. That 
would mean leave out de¬ 
nominational creeds and tra¬ 
ditions. It means that we 
should seek to be Christians 
only and nothing else! Jesus 
prayed that His followers be 
one. We must all work to an¬ 
swer His prayer and be one 
in doctrine and practice just 
being Christians seeking to 
please the Lord. It should be 
the prayer of everyone who 
believes in Jesus to “speak the 
same thing.” 


tism by John in the Jordan 
River, God expressed His 
pleasure with His obedience 
(Matthew 3:13-17). But the 
obedience of Jesus did not 
stop there. His ultimate act of 
sacrifice-death on the cross, 
demonstrated that to love 
God involves trusting and 
obeying. 

When you look at the in¬ 
credible grace of Jesus, how 
can you not totally trust some¬ 
one who died in your place? 
Doesn’t that prove He has 
your best interests at heart? 
Jesus’ total sacrifice for you 
should dispel any doubt you 
might have in His ability to 
guide your life no matter how 
gloomy the outlook may seem 
at the time. Remember, He 
sees the whole picture, not 
just the jagged edge, and that 
should instill total trust in 
Him. 

Do you have that kind of 
confident trust in Jesus? Are 
you obeying His commands 
for your life? If not, why not? 
Over and over the Bible urges 
us to place our trembling 
hand in His steady one and 
obey His leading. Such trust 
will result in a stronger faith 
and a life that glorifies God.

weather 

monitoring 

network 

expands 

BOWLING GREEN, Ky. (AP) 
A network that keeps tabs on 
Kentucky’s weather and cli¬ 
mate has expanded with a 
new station in Bath County. 

The Kentucky Mesonet 
now has 56 stations and is 
working on sites in Marion 
and Muhlenberg counties. It’s 
also pursuing 15 other coun¬ 
ties and hopes to reach 100 
stations statewide. 

The first station at the 
Western Kentucky University 
farm in Warren County be¬ 
came operational in May 
2007. 

The Mesonet stations col¬ 
lect real-time weather and cli¬ 
mate data for temperature, 
precipitation, humidity, solar 
radiation and wind speed and 
direction. The information is 
transmitted to the Kentucky 
Climate Center at Western 
every five minutes and is 
available online at http:// 
www.kymesonet.org. 

Western says the network 
supports needs in agriculture, 
education, emergency man¬ 
agement, recreation and 
transportation.

Kentucky’s retail food 
prices rise five percent 


The latest Marketbasket 
Survey, conducted by the 
Kentucky Farm Bureau Fed¬ 
eration in March 2011, indi¬ 
cates that average retail food 
prices made noticeable in¬ 
creases in supermarkets 
across the state during the 
first quarter of the year. 

According to the survey 
results, the total cost of 40 
basic grocery items was 
$114.94 up by $5.73, or ap¬ 
proximately 5.2 percent, from 
the same list of items re¬ 
ported in the fourth quarter 
of 2010. The first quarter 2011 
Marketbasket total is $11.32, 
or 10.9 percent, higher than 
the same reporting period in 
2010 ($103.62), but just $4.72, 
or 4.2 percent, higher than 
the fourth quarter of 2009 
($ 110 . 22 ). 

Thirty of the 40 items on 
the list experienced increases 
in average price, thus pushing 


the overall Marketbasket 
price higher. 

Of the six food groups re¬ 
corded in the survey-beef, 
dairy, fruits and vegetables, 
grain, pork, and poultry - the 
grain category showed the 
greatest total increases with 
an average price jump of 14.1 
percent. Bell peppers made 
the largest single-item in¬ 
crease with an average price 
jump of $0.74. The largest 
single-item decrease was for 
32 oz. of vegetable oil, drop¬ 
ping an average of $0.67 in 
price. 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture estimates that 
Americans spend approxi¬ 
mately 10 percent of their dis¬ 
posable income on food each 
year. Of that money, 58 percent 
is used to purchase food that 
is eaten at home and 42 percent 
is for food eaten away from 
home (mainly at restaurants).

Ky. projected 
to have $64.6 
million surplus 

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) A 
report from the state Budget 
Office says Kentucky is ex¬ 
pected to have a $64.6 million 
surplus at the end of the fis¬ 
cal year due to economic 
growth and stronger-than- 
projected revenue. 

The unofficial estimate 
was released Monday by the 
Budget Office as part of its 
third quarter economic re¬ 
port. 

State Budget Director 
Mary Lassiter said she was 
“cautiously optimistic.” She 
said the economy is still frag¬ 
ile and could keep fluctuating, 
according to the Lexington 
Herald-Leader and The Cou¬ 
rier-Journal. 

The report shows receipts 
for the General Fund have in¬ 
creased by 5.2 percent _ the 
fourth consecutive quarter of 
fiscal improvement after more 
than a year of decline. 

“We are clearly seeing 
signs of economic recovery in 
state receipts,” Lassiter wrote 
in a cover letter to the report. 
‘The impact on state taxes is 
broad-based as healthy 
growth rates are returning in 
the sales, income and corpo¬ 
rate taxes.” 

In the letter, she also noted 
some concerns such as job 
growth levels that aren’t 
where officials would expect 
them to be in an economic 
recovery. 

‘These are still just projec¬ 
tions,” she said. “A lot can 
happen over the next three 
months.”
